- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Applicant believes a greement can ba achieved on wording to distinguish the primary reference Hailing and thereby moot the remaining Issues. 
Hailing shows discrete weld lines between two separately formed seal layers at the ends of the seat only. Applicant has sought to claim adhesion 

between surfaces and believes alternate wording can be ageed upon to distingish welding, Another possibility is to claim a more spatially 

extensive Integration. For example, with one layer deposited onto another there Is integration essentially along an entirety of one of the adjacent 
surfaces.
